The fact is that agitation for “Civil Rights” in

No people have ever had greater rights and 
liberties than our people reserved to themselves in 
the Constitution. Specious arguments may try 
to show that Negroes and others are entitled to 
special consideration. But the instigators of the 
agitation (not including those who urge it in 
ignorance) intend, not to add to the rights of the 
American people, but to stir up friction, envy, 
hatred and discontent. This is a cardinal aim of 
communist strategy. It is designed to give small 
minorities special privileges at the expense of 
the majority. When these special privileges are 
granted — or usurped — the majority lose im- 
portant rights, and most if not all of their free-

“We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are endowed, 
by their Creator, with certain unalienable rights, 
that among these rights are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.

acy; and that the alleged struggle between the 
two was but a-sham struggle to deceive the naive 
and unwary. Among other things, for instance, 
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he authored the famous appeal issued to the whole 
world by His Eminence, Cardinal Archbishop 
Theodore Innitzer of Vienna against the Starva- 
tion Policies of the Soviet Union against Non- 
Cominternists (in 1932 or 1933). 


From April, 1939, Best became definitely con- 
vinced that those who exercised the real power 
in London, Moscow, and Washington, respective- 
ly and collectively, were determined to provoke 
at the earliest convenient moment a fresh world 
conflagration for the purpose of extending Com- 
internism, alias Marxian Socialism, alias Soviet- 
ism, over Europe and other parts of the world, 
just as these same powers had provoked and used 
so-called World: War I to establish Cominternism 


in former Russia. And, from this date onward, 


even more intensely than theretofore, he tried 
to find ways and means to warn his fellow-Amer- 
icans of the plot which was being hatched, and

Thereupon Best informed Herr Stertin that a 
trip to Berlin might give someone the false. im- 
pression that he was looking for a job; and that, 
under such circumstances, he thought another 
letter from Stertin to Berlin would be better.

Herr Stertin decided that it would be just as 


well to let the matter rest until he himself had 
occasion to go to Berlin, or until he had occasion 
to speak to someone from Berlin on the occasion 
of a visit by this person to Vienna.

Police for permission to continue his residence in 
Germany until the cessation of hostilities — and 
for work in certain historical aspects of the war.

pursuit of happiness an unttainable ideal. 


In drawing up their Constitution, the Fathers | 


did not forget the long struggle for freedom, nor 
the Power from which they had wrested individual 
liberty. That Power was the State, represented, 
Successively, by kings and parliaments. So, they 
erected a political structure of limited, delegated 
powers. Among the powers denied to the federal 


_ government was the power to encroach upon the 


God-given , unalienable liberties of the individual. 


But they knew that encroachment upon liberty 
might be expected from another quarter — from 
Therefore, 
the Constitution was so designed as to prevent 
hasty invasions of fundamental rights by such 
majorities. 


_In.the view of those who won our liberty, the 


essence of liberty is that the indivdual be let alone. 


The Founding Fathers had a sound reason for 


» this. Once let government enter the area of in- 


dividual freedom for an ostensibly good purpose, 


2 and it can remain for any purpose. Even a ‘‘good”’ 
. act commanded by the State ceases to be a free 


act. The basic philosophy of our Constitution is 
that individual freedom can be maintained only 
if government is fenced away from it altogether. 


That is why the Tenth Amendment declares 
that: 


“The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by 
it to the States, are reserved to the States 
respectively, or to the people.” 


An other words, the way ‘‘to secure these rights” 


Se is not to interfere with their exercise. 
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Mle enmity betwen the “working class” and 
“The workers” are ‘“‘the ex- 
The rest are “the exploiters.” 


Marxist action demands also that ‘‘the work- 
ers” must engage in ‘‘class conflict."” They must 
be convinced that they are being “exploited,” 


.. to fan the natural disappointment almost every 
* one feels at not having achieved as much as he 
 greamed, into a flame of resentment against the 


“exploiters.”. In America they are told they are 
being robbed of “their rights.”’ 


No Collectivist has any genuine interest in 
human rights. Communism is dedicated to the 
ruthless suppression of individual rights, as well 
as destruction of any political or social system 
which respects them. But to weaken the unity 
of a free people, to destroy faith in the integrity 
of free institutions, Commmunists have found 
,that agitation for “civil rights” can pay big 
“dividends. It is perfectly adapted to stirring up 
conflict, setting race against race, employee 
against employer,. one religious group against 
another. So Communists and fellow travelers, 
with pretended pious concern for ‘‘civil rights,” 
undermine the only free society on earth in which 
civil rights are really respected.

When New York politicians put across the Ives- 
Quinn Act “against discrimination in employ- 
ment,’’ Republicans and Democrats vied with 
each other to cater to the Jewish and Negro votes 
in New York City.

President’s Committee on Civil Rights 

President Truman, in an obvious bid for the 
Negro and Jewish vote, on December 5, 1946, 
appointed a Committee on Civil Rights. It was 
instructed to ‘‘make recommendations with re- 
spect to the adoption or establishment, by legisla- 
tion or otherwise, of more adequate and effective 
means and procedures for the protection of the 
civil rights of the people of the United States.” 


In December 1947 the Committee reported. 
Excerpts were published approvingly in many 
American newspapers. It was hailed by all but 
the discerning as a milestone in American history.

Undoubtedly there are cases of discrimingtion 
against some Negroes and some of other rdces. 
But the answer is not coercion. Nor is the answer 
the same in all sections of the country. In its very, 
essence the problem is a local one. Only Com- 
munists and their dupes desire to get it into pol- 
itics. ‘ 


The New York Times in an editorial February 
24, 1948, States “We do not believe a: federal 
law could force the FEPC ideal on communities 
in which majority opinion ran otherwise.” 


The federal government should keep out of it. 
The legislature of any state should authorize the 
mayor of any city or village that has such a preb- 
lem to appoint a small committee of discreet 
persons of character and ability who, behind the 
scenes, can use its good offices to smooth things . 
out. In that way, without bureaucracy, without 
rancor, the trouble could be alleviated and sourtes 
of friction eventually eliminated, 

To attempt force is to threaten national unity 
and to invite disruption. To attempt it now, with 
Communism overhanging the world, is to play 
straight into the hands af Moscow.
